Professor W. F. Dykes, -former 


principal of the Boys’ High school, | 


and a leader in the movement last 
summer which resulted in a com- 
plete change in the city school ad- 
ministration, was yesterday ,elected 
Superintendent of Atlanta’s public 
schools over Charles Culver, acting 
superintendent, by a majority of one 
vote. Professor Dykes assumes his 
new office today. 

Charges made 
Professor Dykes against 
school board, W. 8. Ward- 
law, then superintendent; Mr. 
Culver, then assistant superintend- 
ent, and other officials, were up- 
held by an ipvestigating committee 
appointed by council. The school 
board failed to adopt the findings of 
the committee, with the result that 
Professor Dykes resigned as princi- 
pal of the Boys’ High, and the mat- 
ter was taken to the legislature and 
a new school board, elected by the 
people instead of by council, came 
into being. W. S. Wardlaw resign- 
ed several months later and entered 
war work. 

Voting for Mr. Dykes at the meet- 
ing Friday afternoon were Paul 
Fleming, president of the board; 
Fred Winburn, commissioner from 
the fifth district; H. B. Troutman, 
commissioner from the fourth dis- 
trict, and we H. Terrell, commis- 
sioner from the first district, while 
Mayor Key, Councilman A. J. Orme, 
ex-officio member of the board, and 
S. B. Turman cast their ballots for 
Mr. Culver. 

Professor Dykes was notified of 
his election by a member of the 
board and has accepted the office. 
lie will assume his new duties this 
morning when he will be met at 
the office of the superintendent of 
schools at the city hall by Pres!- 
dent Paul Fleming, of the beard of 
education, who will formally turn 
over #the office to hime 

Culver Becomes Assistant. 

Mr. Culver automatically becomes 
assistant superintendent again. Pro- 
fessor Gilbert Siler, who has been 
acting assistant superintendent, by 
motion of Fred Winburn and unani- 
mous vote of the board, will be 
retained in the office during May at 
‘the same salary basis. 

When called over the telephone 
for a statement Friday night fol- 
lowing his election, Professor Dykes 
said that he was gratified at the 
expressed confidence of the board 
of education. He will tender his 
resignation as head of the math- 
ematical department at the Fuiton 
High school, where he has been 
teaching for the past year and no- 
tified Professor William Hopkins, 
the principal, that he will assume 
his new duties today. 

Professor Dykes is one of the most 
widely known educators in Atlan- 
ta. For the past twenty-four years 
he has been connected with the 
schools of this city, eleven years 
being spent as principal of the Boys’ 
High school and two years as _.su-

/had 219 victims, the south 2,834, the 
'west 156 and, Alaska and other lo- 
‘calities 15. : 

| “Georgia leads in the list with 
| 386 vietims,” says the report, “fol- 
lowed by Mississipp! with 373 vic- 
tims, Texas with 355, Louisiana 
with 313, Alabama with 276, Arkan- 
sas with 214, Tennessee with 196, 
Florida with 178 and Kentucky with 
169. 

“Fifty colored women and 1) 
white women were lyncned in four- 
teen states. Thirteen of the four- 
teen states in which women fell 
' victims to mobs were southern 
states, Nebraska being the only 
state outside the south which lynch- 
'ed women. The north and west, to- 
| gether, have lynched twenty-one 
i persons the last five years’ period,

| persons were lynched in the south.” 
| Regarding President Wilson’s ap- 
peal to state governors and other 
civil officers to prevent lynching, 
the report says: 

“Despite President Wilson’s ear- 


nestappeal, made under such ex- 
traordinary circumstances, lynchings 
continued during the remaining 
period of the war with unabated 
fury. Sixty-three negroes, five of 
them women, and four white men 
fell victims to mob ruthlessness dur- 
ing 1918 and in no case was any 
member of the mobs convicted in 
any court and in only two instances 
were trials held. In both of these 
instances the mob members were 
acquitted.” 

In conclusion the report says: 
“It is apparent that lynchings of 
negroes for other causes than the 
so-called ‘one crime’ have for the 
Whole period been a large majority 
of all lynchings and that for the 
past five years less tnan one in five 
of the colored victims have been 
accused of rape or ‘attacks upon 
women.’ ”

RUSS ULTIMATUM 
SENT RUMANIA. 

London, May 2.—The Russian 
soviet government has sent an ulti- 
matum to Rumania, demanding the 
evacuation of Bessarabia. -A wire- 
less dispatch from Moscow says that 
the Rumanian government is given 
forty-eight hours in which to make 
reply. « 

Bessarabia is a former Russian 
province populated mostly by Ruma- 
nians and to which Rumania has laid 
claim. On the retirement of the 


armistice Rumanian troops occupied 
| Bessarabia. 

Four or five weeks ago Russian 
Bolshevik troops, after fighting 
their way through the Ukraine, 
reached the Dniester river, the east- 
ern border of Bessarabia. A Bolshe- 
vik official statement on April 14 
reported that the Rumanians had 
been defeated in fighting along the 
Dniester and were retiring from 
Bessarabia. The Rumanian govern- 
ment, however, denied that its 
troops were evacuating the prov- 
ince, 

The Russian ultimatum to Ruma- 
nia may have been made in view 
of the successful Rumanian cam- 
paign against the communist gov- 
ernment in Hungary. The Russiar 
soviet government thus far has at- 
tempted unsuccessfully to form a 
physical union with communist 
Hungary. 

JUGO-SLAVS INVADE 
GERMAN AUSTRIA. 

Geneva, May 2.—The government 
of Carinthia has ordered the mobil- 
izatiom of twenty military classes in 
order to arrest the invasion of Ger- 
man Austria by the Jugo-Slavs, ac- 
cording to a dispatch received at 
Berne from a reliable source. 

Jugo-Slavs are reported to be at- 
tacking on a 50 mile front for the 
purpose of seizing Klagenfurt and 
Villach, from which they now are 
only 15 miles distant. 

Vienna is said to be preparing to 
aid the Carinthian troops and the 
allies are seeking to settle the con- 
flict. 

Carinthia is a titular duchy of 
Austria situated east of the Tyrol 
and north of C; iola. The capital 
is Klagenfurt. TwWosthirds of the 
people of Carinthia are German and 
the remainder Slavs.

CHINA PROTESTS 
ABOUT KIAO-CHAU. 

Paris, May 2.—The Chinese dele- 
gation to the peace conference is- 
sued a statement this afternoon 
with regard to the Gecision of the 
council of three concerning Kiao- 
Chau. The statement explains that 
the decision of the conference vir- 
tually substitutes Japan for Ger- 
many in Shantung and adds to the 
Japanese railroad rights in southern 
Manchuria. The decision, the state- 
ment says, gives Japan practical 
control of northern China. 

“The Chinese delegation cannot 
but view the decision with disap- 
pointment and dissatisfaction,’ the 
communication concludes. 

GERMAN WARSHIPS 
WILL NOT BE SUNK. 

Paris, May 2.—The naval terms to 
be embodied in the peace treaty 
with Germany which finally have 
been completed, do not provide for 
the sinking of the larger German 
warships. The disposition of the 
vessels is left to be decided upon 
later by the allied and associated 
powers. 

It is feit that the final disposition 
of the enemy ships is purely an in- 
ter-allied question and not one for 
inclusion in the treaty, which pro- 
vides only for the surrender of the 
vessels. This action is regarded as 
indicating that the warships will 
not be sunk or destroyed. 

After the enemy ships are divided 
among the allies, each power will 
decide on the disposition of its own 
‘ quota, The general impression here 
is that the French and Italians will 
retain their share and incorporate 
the vessels in their present fleets, 
while the British and American ten- 
dency inclines to the destruction of 
their quotas.

MANY CHAPTERS

Paris, May 2.—The treaty of peace 
comprises from fifteen to twenty 
chapters, according to Marcel Hutin 
in The Echo de Paris. The preamble 
is contained in the first chapter, set- 
ting forth the reasons why the va- 
rious contracting parties entered the 
war and mentioning the necessity 
for the league of nations.

To be successful you must follow | 


the rules, and for this reason each 


step or part of the process should! 


be remembered and done with great 
care. 

First. Gather together all the jars 
and other containers to be used for 
this work. Make a survey of them. 
Fit each lid to each jar and note 
that it fits securely, and that it is 
in good condition. Wash and 
each jar with water and then invert 
to test for leaks. This will prevent 
trouble later on. 

Do not use old rubbers. Select 
only the best grade for this work. 
A poor quality of rubber will 
out during the processing and thus 
make it necessary to replace it. 
This not only increases the cost of 
the article canned but also 
for loss of time. Discard 
all damaged or defective jars. If 
you intend purchasing jars keep this 
fact in mind, that the all-glass jar 
can be used for pickling and can- 
ning foods that contain vinegar and 
spices. 

Second. Select fresh, unwilted 
produce, not over six hours old.

Vegetables like 
asparagus, peas, béans and corn con- 
tain a vegetable protein that quick- 
ly spoils the contents of the jar if 
the products are allowed to stand in 
a warm room to cool Keep the 
fact in mind that for successful re- 
sults you cannot do several things 
at the same time. When canning 
and preserving stick to that job. 
You cannot use. part of one method 
and part of another, nor can you do 
any experimenting.

state. 


The greatest difficulty has always been in > 


securing a fair and equitable valuation of 
all classes of property on the tax books for 
taxation. If a plan conld be devised, and 
it can be, by proper legislation to force 
every class of property on the tax digests, 
then there would be no trouble in securing 
all the necessary taxes for the support of 
the state at a very much lower than the 
present rate. 

If all property of every kind and descrip- 
tion was returned at fts true market value 
as the present tax laws provide it shonid 
be, then there would be om the tax books 
‘of the state today nothing less than three 
billions of property to help bear its part of 
the tax burdens of the state. What we need 
is a law with teeth in it to compel the tax 
dodgers to disgorge hidden property and to 
force it on the tax books to be taxed like 
all honest taxpayers has to do. Let the 
lawmakers pass a law to penalize the tax 
dodger and subject him to severe punish- 
ment for failing and refusing to put his 
property on the books for taxation. 

The ad valorem system of taxation Is 
the fairest and best. It says to every tax- 
payer to return your property at its true 
market value for taxation. The trouble is 
net with the law, but with the taxpayer In 
failing and refusing to put his property on 
the tax digest so it can be taxed, and this 
is the point that should be corrected by 
penal legislation. 

In connection 
tem an occupation or license 
Classes of business could be adopted that 
would be fair and just to all classes of 
business and which occupation tax would 
produce a very large amount of revenue for 
the state. 

An occupation or license tax would really 
be better than to try to collect a certain 
per cent on merchants’ gross annual sales 
when he is not required to return his stock 
of merchandise for ad valorem taxes, I 
don’t believe we should get away from the 
ad valorem system for all classes of proper- 
ty, but all returns should be equal in value. 

It would be a mistake to tax bank de- 
posits. This would cause the withdrawal 
of deposits from the banks and. thereby 
paralyze business. J moneys, notes, 
stocks and bonds and all classes of per- 
sonal. property can be reached. 

Really I don’t know’ but what it would 
be best to make money tax free, as money 
is only a medium of barter and exchange. 
It is a medium for fixing values of all 
other classes of property and commodities; 
it cannot be eaten: it cannot be worn; it is 
absolutely worthless within itself and 
has to have something behind it to make it 
have. value. It has its mission to perform 
as a medium of circulation, It is ever 
rendy to perform its functions in the chan- 
nels of ecommerce and trade; it is not 
property in its truest sense, but the repre- 
sentative of property. 

A graduated income tax would be a good 
thing. It would produce ten times the 
amount of revenue for the state than would 
from tax on money. This is one of 
the fairest taxes that can be levied, It 
would be a tax on property. It should be 
fixed on net incomes from $500 up and let it 
be graduated. 

All bank stocks, bonds, notes and all 
other classes of property should be taxed as 
at present, then levy a graduated income tax 
for state purposes and take the shackles off 
of money. 

The result would be we would see hun- 
dreds of millions of foreign money coming 
into the state secking investments in a 
hundred and one different enterprises and 
the tax digest would grow by leaps and 
bounds. 

The lawmakers and the people should en- 
courage all the outside capital possible to 
eome in to help build up the resources of 
the state and not pass legislation of any 
kind that would tend to divert it from the 
state. We are just at the dawn of 
greatest era of prosperity since the civil 
war and we don’t want to make any 
serious mistake that would cut off the cnur- 
‘ents that helps to add to the ever jncreas- 
ing prosperity of the siate.

San Juan Del Sur. Nicaragua, May 
exiles met and de- 
feated a force of Costa Rican fron- 
on the Rio Frio, near 
the southeastern shore of Lake Nic- 
aragua Thursday.

_Paris, May 2.—Two hundred and 
fifty policemen were hurt and one 
sergeant was stabbed during yes- 
terday’s May-day disorders, ac- 
cording to announcement made by 
the prefecture of police at mid- 
night. Apparently only one person 
was killed, a youth named Lorne, 
who, according to reports not yet 
authenticated, was struck by sev- 
eral revolver bullets. The person 
who fired the shots is said to have 
been arrested, but his identity has 
not been established.

ON CAPITAL STOCK TAX | 


Washington, May 2.—Returns 
filed by corporations for the taxable 
perid July 1, 1918, to June 39, 1919, 
under provisions of the law of 1916, 
will be used by the bureau of inter- 
nal revenue in assessing the new 
capital stock tax, for which regula- 
tions were issued today. 

All corporations, joint stock com- 
panies and associations, foreign and 
domestic, engaged in business in 
this country, are subject to the law, 
unless specifically exempted. All 
corporations are held to be engaged 
in business and liable to the tax, 
unless positive: proof is submitted 
showing exemption or non-liability. 

Special taxes, of which this is 
one, become due on the first day of 
July ineach year, or on commence- 
ing business. The tax is payable in 
advance, but ; corporations may 
await bills from the collectors be- 
fore making payment. 

The tax does not apply to any 
corporations wh was not en- 
gaged in busines during any part 
of the fiscal year preceding the 
year of which the tax is due, but if 
it was in business even one day it 
is subject to the tax. There is no 


relation between the amount of the | 
tax payable and the length of time 


the corporation was in business. 

A corporation owning a railroad, 
controlled and operated by the gov- 
ernment, is exempt for a given tax- 
able year only in case it does no 
business during such year. 

Heavy penalties for wilful refu- 
sal to make return and pay the tax 
are provided in the law.
